The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claim 
language of claim 1 0 "effectuating relative rotation between the sleeve and the 
compression member to align the compression member with the side port in the sleeve, 
thus deploying the compression member through the side port and into contact with the 
blood vessel" was crucial in allowing claim 10 over the prior art of record. Also, the 
limitations argued by the Applicant as making the claim 10 patentable were also 
important. In particular, the language pertaining to the sleeve being rotatably disposed 
about the tube and the compression member were important features that the prior art 
did not show or suggest.
